But Peiping propaganda outlets 
denounced the American military 
move in the area and said Com 
munist China “cannot remain in 
different.” The declaration re­ 
called similar pronouncements in 
September, 1950, a month before 
Red China entered the Korean 
conflict 
Peiping Radio, quoting the Peo­ 
ple’s Daily newspaper, said the 
U. S. military action ‘‘obviously 
(is aimed) at extending the Loa* 
tian civil war and making the 
peaceful settlement of the Loatian 
question impassible.”

Souvanna said in Paris Tuesday 
night that he regarded the U.S.

“ I hope and pray that a general 
battle doesn't break out,” he said.
